However, there 


are still quite a few "turning mills" 
scattered about the country, and to- 
day there Is coming Into being a 


M of novices who are taking up 


the art of wood turning for a nobby. 
Such a man 1* Prank M. Elmendorf, 
postal employe, of Fexhall avenue. 


When still a Hill* boy. Prank El- 


mendorf u*ed to spend bl* vacation* 
In the country in the rldalty of the 
shop of a man wbo. maJJ* hi* living 
turning out souvenirs of tbe Catsklll 
mountains. 
The scene of this* man 


working over hi* lathe made such an 
Impression on the mind of Mr. El- 
mendorf that iorne five years ago, 
upon seeing a friend of hi* (pending 
hi* spare time using a lathe, the 
local clerk decided that he would 
rtnally try the thing that had Inter- 
ested him since boyhood. 


First, he borrowed a lathe In or- 


der that he might decide definitely 
th* quettlon of whether he really 
would like to take up wood turning 
a* i spare time occupation. His first 
work proved to his *at(Bf*cUou that 
here wie a hobby he should ride: 
and thug he began the purchase ot 
his own equipment, until today he 1* 
the owner of a fine lathe and sawing 
equipment, all of which 1* set up in 
the cellar of his home, giving him a 
very complete workshop. One point 
that Fra*k Elmendorf mentioned In 
talking of his hobby was the Idea of 
leaving the wood shavings 
lying 


about the floor and work bench. This 
created a sort of atmosphere that one 
way well understand, if he has ever 
visited a real turning-mill. 


Mr. Elaendorf has made a wide 


variety ot useful article* on his 
lathe. 
HI* firm attempts consisted 


of wooden cups, small barrels, wood- 
en soldier* and toy*, but later aa be 
became more proficient in th* us* ot 
the tools, he made lamps, desks, 
benches and other odd bits of furni- 
ture. The man stressed the time It 
to-?* to learn to handle the tools la 
the proper way, saying that there 
were little oddities In their use that 
would help the "turner" consider- 
ably, if he knew just what they were 
and bow to make u*e of them. 


Some of the finest work that Frank 


Elmendorf baa turned out has been 
Mreral varied colored lamps. These 
are made by glueing together wood 
of different colors Into one solid block 
and then turning the block to the 
desired, curvature on the lathe. Care 
must be taken to do a first class glue 
job ao that when the piece is finished 
there will b* no wide seam or joints 
Then In order to have th* pattern 
uniform, a bit of advance figuring 
must be done, so that the different 
colored woods will be put together la 
tbe right places, thus having the 
sides of the lamp a* alike as pos- 
sjble. 
In making these colored 


lamps. Mr. Elmendorf uses odds and 
ends ot black walnut, cedar, maple 
and cherry. When the lamp Is com- 
pletely turned aad sanded, a coat of 
shellac, another sanding and a coat 
of varnish bring out tbe various col- 
ors and grains of the wood. 


In following bis hobby of wood 


turning. Prank Elmradorf has spent 
many pleasant hoars la bis cellar- 
workshop, not only having something 
to do in his spare time, but also mak- 
ing presents for his friends aad bits 
ot furniture about his own bom*. H* 
has exhibited his handiwork la two 
hobbv shows, where they bar* re- 
ceived much favorable comment. 
Uslnr the words of Oliver WeniUll 
Holmes, "another man ha* found the 
safety-valve for his soul."

RELIEVIXG ASTHMA 


Some months ago I spoke ot the 


recommendation of tbe Asthma Re- 
search Councul of Great Britain that 
the patient first thing in the morn- 
ing kneel on a chair and let his 
head nearly touch the floor. While 
he was in this Inverted 
or "upside 


down" position he was instructed to 
cough and thus tfae little "plug" of 
mucous was coughed out and the 
patient got relief for a number of 
hour*. Toe mucous was "loosened-' 
to some extent by taking ipecac or 
similar drug. 


"At the laet meeting ot 
the 


American Association for 
the Ad- 


vancement of'Science a treatment 
that relieve* shortness of breath in 
bronchial asthma and has kept a 
group of patient* free of aynnnoms 
for four years was reported by Dr. 
Noel 
F. 
Shambaugh, 
assistant 


clinical professor of medicine, Uni- 
versity of Southern California. 
He 


prescribe* various medicines to re- 
duce the >tickine*8 of the bronchial 
secretion* or mucous. 
The patient 


then kneels on a chair or stool, plac- 
ing both hand* on the floor to get the 
chest into a* nearly 
an inverted 


vertical position a* possible. He is 
then made to cough as nearly con- 
tinuously as pOHible. thus getting 
rid of tbe InSammatory product* 
that cau*e the asthmatic attack. 
This inverted position is' maintained 
at least three minute*, on ariiing 
and before retiring. The removal of 
infection* in sinuses, tonsils and 
teeth is also advised. Tbe series 
consisted ot a group of severe case; 
ranging in age from 3 to 75 years. 
The strict carrying out of this simple 
method three minutes night and 
morning has not yet failed to keep 
our patients free from asthmatic at- 
tacks."

NORWEGIAN TRAGEDY 


NOT rTRSTOF 


Other Avalftnchel Have 


en Heavy ToU of 


Waihinfton, D. C.— With a tern 


ftrinf roar, an avalanche plun|«[ 
from rockr cliff* nearly a mile hiih 
into the still waters of Loen lab! 
western Norway, recently. T£ 
wave that followed was reported to 
be as high as the Capitol buildin. 
at Washington. It took a toll of 
more than 70 lives and nearly wjr^j 
out two villages near the head of 
the lake. 


"Loen lake, an extension of i 


series of waterways leading in. 
land 
from 
Nord Fjord, is no 


stranger to disaster," says the N*. 
tional Geographic society. 
"Many 


inhabitants of the region recall t 
similar tragedy in 1905, when 61 
persons lost their lives. 


"In 1934 nearly 50 persons w«« 


drowned by giant waves set up in 
the same manner at Tafjord, a fe» 
miles northeast of Loen lake. 


"Loen lake is famed among trav. 


elers and anglers as one of the 
most beautiful of many long, nar. 
row, 
stone-ringed fingers of water 


along the rugged, mountainous 
coastline of western Norway. A bar- 
rier of rock separates it from th« 
main fjord and the sea, raising it] 
level to a height of some 289 fett 
above sea level. 


Spectacular Fall*. 


"Visitors and fishermen generally 


approach the lake by boat, landing 
at the village of Loen, at the head 
of Invikfjord. From there to Lake 
Loen they follow a modern road, 
paralleling a dashing stream that 
serves as an outlet of the lake. • 


"Meadows, lush and green, alonj; 


the shore soon give way to a strip 
of firs and beeches. Above them 
soar sheer rocky heights, topped by 
snow-clad peaks and glaciers. Th« 
scenery is grand and impressive, 
and scores of beetling precipices, 
dashing waterfalls, and islets seem 
to pass in review as the lake steam- 
er plows along, leaving rippling fur- 
rows on the pale green surface ot 
the water. 


The lake itself is about ten milts 


long. Except for a few knife-like 
ravines, it is entirely 'surrounded 
by huge precipices nearly 5,000 feet 
high, with mountain peaks towering 
another 1,000 to 1,500 feet above 
the clifftops. Between many of the 
peaks huge glaciers descend, but 
all of them are transformed into 
waterfalls before they- reach the 
lake. When clouds hang low in the 
region these falls seem to drop out ' 
of -the mist. 


"One of the most spectacular 


sights in western Norway is a 
glacier which periodically breaks off 
from, the brow of a cliff on tht 
western shore of the lake. In 
hier large masses of ice are 
tached, plunging a sheer 3,90C ft? 
with a rumble like thunder, to da 
kj pieces among the rocks at the' 
' water's edge. Often accumulated 
ice fragments are spread out in a 
great fan-shaped pile below. 


"Most impressive of the lake's 


rock walls » the steep, serrated 
face of Ravnefjeld, source of tKe 
avalanches that causeu both the 
1905 and recent disasters. 


Seldom Sec Sao. 


"Near the southeast end. of the 


lake, this stern 6,575-foot cliff faces 
three of the principal hamlets of 
the region and a number of scat- 
tered gaards, or homesteads, whose 
inhabitants 'sometimes do not see 
the sun at all during the winter 
months. 


"Scan of the 1905 avalanche, 


when a stupendous crag detached 
itself and plunged into the lake, can 
still be seen. This slide was re- 
called by a memorial stone on a low 
rock by the lake. 


"The villages of Noesdal snd 


Boedal, which were reported vir- 
tually destroyed by the recent wave. 
hug the shore across the lake from 
the Ravnefjeld. They again felt the 
full force of the (iant waves set 
up by the tons of rock hurled into 
the water. If any of the houses had 
been moved up the shore since the 
IMS catastrophe, but still not far 
enough. 


"The principal industries of the 


region are fishing and catering to 
summer visitors. The villages are 
ideal headquarters for moMlaa 
climbers who wish guides for the 
ascetit -of the many peaks and 
glaciers above the lake. Trout asd 
salmon are abundant."

Explorers Plan to Sail 


Pacific in Twin Canoes 


Honolulu.—Two daring Frencr/ex- 


plorers, Capt. Eric Bischop and 
Joseph Tatibouet, have completed 
the first of two seagoing canoes with 
which ihcy expect to explore the 
Pacific for several years, 


x The two hulls are patterned after 
ancient Polynesian canoes. The first 
one has been brougtft down to Wai- 
kiki beach from the woods where it 
was hewed out and it is expected 
that the second one will be com- 
pleted shortly. 


Once the two hulls are in the wa- 


ter, they will be joined by a plat- 
form, 
masts and Chinese sails 


erected, and in about six weeks 
thereafter the two adventurers will 
leave on an exploring cruise of the 
Pacific in the same manner which 
the early Polynesians employed. 


Their first expected port will be 


Clipperton island, a French posses- 
sion off the Mexican coast, where 
they will do research work for the 
French Geographic society. 


From there they expect to head 


for the Marquesas and other islands 
of the South Pacific. They will make 
A detailed study of winds, currents 
and native traditions in an effort to 
determine whether the Polynesians 
reached their prerent island homes 
from Asia or from America.
